Station inaccessible to disabled people, say campaigners

People with disabilities are being let 
down by an unacceptable lack of ac¬ 
cessibility at Chessington North 
train station, campaigners and po- 
liticans have said. 

Wheelchairs-users are forced to 
travel to another station while other 
passengers with reduced mobility 
must cope with steep stairs - the 
only way up to Chessington North’s 
two platforms. 

Former wheelchair athlete and 
Bad Education actor Jack Binstead, 
18, who regularly commutes into 


London, lives close to the station in 
Bridge Road, but has to ride the bus 
to Surbiton station instead. He 
wants Network Rail and South West 
Trains (SWT) to put this right. 

He said: “[People who use 
wheelchairs] don’t use trains a lot, 
but there are people who do and it is 
them who are being let down. 

“It is elderly people with sticks 
and walking frames, parents with 
buggies. A single mum is going to 
struggle carrying that up the stairs 
by herself. It is essential that a lift is 
put into the station.” 

MP Edward Davey said: “I will 
strongly back this latest campaign 
and raise it with South West Trains’ 
managers direct - it is vital we 


ensure everyone can use our trains 
whether it is the disabled, the elder¬ 
ly with mobility problems or par¬ 
ents with pushchairs.” 

Conservative parliamentary can¬ 
didate James Berry said: “An up¬ 
grade is long overdue. It is not 
acceptable that anyone living south 
of the A3 has to get the number 71 
up to Surbiton to use an accessible 
station.” 

Earlier this year SWT and Net¬ 
work Rail came under fire after 
their spokesman suggested disabled 
passengers travel to “nearby” Sur¬ 
biton, New Malden or Worcester 
Park stations if they could not ac¬ 
cess Chessington South. 

A spokesman from the partner¬ 


ship said this week: “Most of the 
rail network was built many genera¬ 
tions ago when the needs of passen¬ 
gers with reduced mobility were 
regrettably not taken into account. 

“However, we are working hard to 
put that right and more than three- 
quarters of our passengers now 
travel via fully accessible stations. 

“Those using Chessington North 
station who are unable to access the 
platforms are currently offered a 
free taxi service to the nearest fully 
accessible station. This is advertised 
on our website and in literature at 
our stations.” 

The operator hopes to access 
Department for Transport funding 
for improvements, he said.

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PD JAMES: One of the happiest times in the novelist’s life was spent in Kingston, the 
place where she began her literary career. MOLLY O’SHEA looks into her story. 

A happy house 


When the crime novelist PD 
James died last month, aged 
94, peers including Ruth Ren- 
dell, Patricia Cornwell and 
Ian Rankin were quick to pay 
tribute to one of the country’s 
finest writers of detective 
fiction. 

The plaudits were not 
unmerited. 

Over a 50-year career, 
James built a formidable 
literary canon, and intro¬ 
duced the world to celebrated 
gentleman police detective 
Adam Dalgliesh. 

She was made a life peer in 
the House of Lords, a gover¬ 
nor of the BBC, and inducted 
into the International Crime 
Writing Hall of Fame. 

And the origins of all this 
can be traced back to 
Kingston. 

For it was while living in the 
town - at 127 Richmond Park 
Road - that James saw the 
publication of her 1962 debut 
novel, Cover Her Face, the 
first of 14 books starring De¬ 
tective Chief Inspector Dal¬ 
gliesh. 

She had moved into the

house the previous year, with 
her husband Connor and 
their two daughters, Jane and 
Clare. 

As James recalled in 
her 1999 memoir, A Time To 
Be In Earnest, the family had 
wanted to move to Richmond, 
but could not afford it. 

She wrote: “I thought it 
would be pleasant to live in 
Richmond, but taking a day 
off to reconnoitre, I was told 
by all the house agents I 
visited that even a 
small house or flat 
in this desirable 
borough could¬ 
n’t be pur¬ 
chased for 
under £4,000. 

“So, on their 
advice I took the 
bus to Kingston 
and there I found a 
small Victorian cot¬ 
tage in Richmond Park 
Road for just over half that 
sum. 

“It’s almost unbelievable 
now to think that a house 
could be bought so cheaply.” 

It was in this house that 
James wrote her second 
novel, A Mind To Murder. 

It was also, as noted by June 
Sampson, the features editor 
of our sister newspaper the 
Surrey Comet, in 2008: “From 
here that one of her daugh¬ 
ters got married; and it was 
here, in 1964, that her hus¬ 
band, whom she loved devot¬ 
edly, died at the age of 44.” 

Connor had been a doctor 
serving with the 
Army Medical Corps i: 

India during World 


War II, but developed depres¬ 
sion and spent his final years 
in and out of psychiatric 
hospitals. 

Despite this, James’ time in 
Kingston was “one of the hap¬ 
piest in her marriage”, ac¬ 
cording to George Rome 
Innes, art historian and a 
secretary for the Kingston 
Society. 

Mr Rome Innes bought the 
home from James herself in 
1966, and still lives 
there today. He and 
his wife re¬ 
mained friends 
with the writ¬ 
er after she 
downsized 
to a flat in 
Surbiton. 
They only lost 
touch when 
James moved to 
Ireland, which 
Innes said may have 
been due to a burglary 
“as well as for tax purposes”. 

Mr Rome Innes said: “She 
was a charming, happy, kind 
lady. She was unknown then. 
She wrote her first books 
here. 

“She said these years were 
the happiest years. She loved 
living so close to the park. Up 
until that time she had lived 
with her in-laws, so this was 
probably a nice peaceful 
place to live.” 

James’ presence lives on in 
the house. Scrawled on ply¬ 
wood beneath the stairs

are the names, addresses and 
phone numbers of important 
contacts - including her doc¬ 
tor, her gas company and the 
Bentall Centre. 

She also left a few other 
mementos. 

“She gave us some furniture 
in the house, which she could¬ 
n’t take with her to her new 
flat,” said Mr Rome Innes. 
“And we’re still using her 
omelette pan.” 

An ornate wardrobe is also 
still in use, he said. 

James never forgot 
Kingston, returning in 1993 to 
officially re-open the newly- 
refurbished Kingston library. 


Neither did she forget the 
owners of her former home. 

In 2011, Mr Innes’ daughter 
went to a book signing for 
James’ latest - and ultimately 
final - book, Death Comes to 
Pemberley. 

Mr Rome Innes said: “My 
daughter told her she grew 
up in the house, 
and of course 
she remem¬ 
bered us. She 
signed a 
copy of the 
book for 
my wife 
and I.”

Chips down for club as

Gamblers were left be¬ 
mused when police officers 
stormed a “casino-style” 
poker club in Kingston last 
week. 

Officers turned up unan¬ 
nounced at the Pool Bar in 
Cambridge Road in 
Kingston on Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 2, following reports 
of illegal gambling in the 
premises. 

The bar, which runs as a 
members club for six days 
a week near the Cambridge 
Road estate, had four tables 
in play with chips stacked 
up for up to a £3,000 jackpot 


on the night. 

The club, inside a spa¬ 
cious room with gaming 
machines, has a premises 
certificate for some gam¬ 
bling, but it must not be its 
main activity. 

Sergeant Eddie Arm¬ 
strong, from Kingston po¬ 
lice, said: “There are no 
casino licences in 
Kingston. For them to do 
what they are doing they 
would need a casino-style 
certificate. 

“We are working with 
Kingston’s licensing team 
to examine evidence of an 
illegal poker club running 
out of the Pool Bar with a 
view of revoking its 
certificate or bringing a 
prosecution.” 


Players had each paid £45 
to play on the night, with 
dealer bonuses that should 
not have been allowed also 
on the cards. 

One gamer, who did not 
want to be named, said she 
enjoyed coming to the 
poker tournaments at the 
bar and had found out 
about the club through 
word-of-mouth. 

Pool tables at the pool bar 
also looked as if they had 
not been used for some 
time.

Commission, said: “It is 
unregulated gaming. 
Kingston residents proba¬ 
bly do not want to travel 
out to central London so 
they can enjoy a game of 
poker, but this is an unsafe 
environment for them.” 

Officers found dealers, 
bar staff and the reception¬ 
ist had all been paid cash- 
in-hand on the night. 

No arrests were 

made, but Kingston 
police are continuing 
investigations.

A homeless man drunkenly urinated in 
the middle of Kingston Hospital’s A&E 
department before assaulting an ambu¬ 
lance worker. 

Police officers took Sebastian Janu- 
chowski, 30, to hospital after they found 
him drunk and unconscious in Eden 
Street on Friday, November 21, at 11pm.

‘Sexual comment sparked fight’

A woman was accused of en¬ 
couraging a brawl in Kingston 
where men lashed out at each 
other with belts and sticks 
after a sexual comment was 
made, a court heard. 

The fight broke out outside 
the Kings Tun pub in Clarence 
Street on April 15. 

Natalia Connelly, 35, of East 
Road, Kingston, and her 
brothers Craig Jones, 25, and 
Scott Mills-Jones, 27, both of 
Chelsea Close, Hampton Hill, 
Jason Mayo, 29, of Fielding 
Avenue, Twickenham, and 
Jerome Crooks, 23, of Thorn¬ 
ton Heath, all appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court 
charged with affray this week. 


Miss Connelly, her brothers 
and Mr Mayo got involved in 
the dispute after a group of 
three men, including Jerome 
Crooks, 23, made a sexual 
comment to Miss Connelly, 
the court heard. 

The comment was made out¬ 
side a Turkish restaurant in 
Castle Street, the jury heard. 

Miss Connelly told the court 
she laughed at the original 
comment, but the situation 
quickly escalated after she 
was hit with a belt while try¬ 
ing to break up the fight be¬ 
tween her brother Scott and 
the three other men. 

She said: “I felt something 
like a belt hit my back when I 
was trying to break up the 
fight. I couldn’t tell who hit 
me. My brother Scott took my 
belt without my consent.” 

The fight then moved up the 


road to the Kings Tun pub, the 
court heard. 

The jury was shown CCTV 
footage of Miss Connelly ap¬ 
pearing to smile and kissing a 
bleeding Mr Mayo in the after- 
math of the fight. 

Prosecutor Martin Hooper 
suggested Miss Connelly had 
enjoyed the excitement of the 
clash, asking: “Your reaction 
to Mr Mayo, was that a bit of 
celebratory behaviour?” 

Miss Connelly admitted she 
had been hysterical during the 
fight, but denied encouraging 
the violence. 

She told the court: “I was 
just screaming out at them to 
stop throughout the entire 
thing. I could not control 
them. I was laughing after¬ 
wards because I was trying to 
diffuse the situation.” 

The trial continues.

He 
then left the station.”

Plans for a multi-million pound 
re-development of New Malden 
centre went on show at the week¬ 
end with many residents com¬ 
plaining they had not been given 
enough notice. 

More than 250 residents attend¬ 
ed the two-day consultation on De¬ 
cember 5 and 6 at the Malden 
Centre, where Mar City Homes 
showcased their plans for a 110 
“modular” home development be¬ 
tween the station and Alric 
Avenue. 

An artist’s impression of the 
plans released by the company 
shows a new high-rise building 
with rooftop gardens across the 
train bridge from the Cl and 


Apex towers. 

Doctor Liz Meerabeau, of Alric 
Avenue, was dismayed that she 
had not received any information 
about the exhibition or the plans. 

She said: “We never heard any¬ 
thing, it’s disgraceful. 

“Parking would definitely be a 
problem if these homes went up, 
and the train system would need 
to be improved.” 

Lynne Finnerty, a former New 
Malden councillor, said: “Despite 
the architect apparently being a 
New Malden resident, the repre¬ 
sentatives I spoke with had no 
knowledge of the history attached 
to the shops. 

“They weren’t aware that one 
property earmarked for demoli¬ 
tion includes the building where 
Malden’s first cinema was 
housed. 

“I agree it is a rather neglected 


parade, but no attempt has been 
made to retain even part of the fa¬ 
cade. I’m not convinced that mod¬ 
ular buildings will blend with 
New Malden’s character.” 

Mar City claim modular homes 
can be constructed three times 
quicker than the average house 
because they are already part con¬ 
structed and then jigsawed togeth¬ 
er at the site. 

Liz Wilkes, a senior architect on 
the project, said: “If it was ap¬ 
proved the whole project would 
take about 18 months I think be¬ 
cause of the quick way the homes 
can be put together.” 

Ward Councillor Terry Paton 
said: “I think it’s important we en¬ 
courage people to look at the 
plans. I know residents are dubi¬ 
ous about developments after the 
Cocks Crescent debacle, but it’s so 
important people get involved.” 


Man with gun 

Armed police swarmed a north Kingston 
road after getting reports of a man with a 
gun. 

Police attended Latchmere Road and 
paramedics were also on standby near a 
primary school on Thursday, December 4. 

Officers later arrested a man in nearby 
Durlston Road. 

A witness said: “The police appeared to 
call to someone inside the house. A heavi¬ 
ly built man came out with a shaved head, 
who was handcuffed and led away al¬ 
though I didn’t see that.” 

Adi had tweeted: “What the heck is 
going on in #kingston? Latchmere Rd 
area. About 7 police vehicles, NHS rapid 
response +ambo, roads closed??” 

Helena Cole had tweeted: “What is hap¬ 
pening in Latchmere Rd as loads of police 
with guns - looks very scary - worried 
about my son coming home from school.” 

A police spokesman said: “Officers at¬ 
tended an address in Durlston Road fol¬ 
lowing reports of a man with a firearm. 

“Borough officers supported specialist 
firearm officers but there were no 
arrests. 

“A male attended hospital voluntarily.” 

It is believed the firearm was a fake and 
no other firearm was recovered. 

A spokeswoman from Latchmere 
School said the school had not been alert¬ 
ed about the gun scare, which had closed 
the road off to the public for just over an 
hour.

A Surbiton newsagent’s licence was sus¬ 
pended after an illegal employee admitted 
sexually assaulting a child inside the 
shop. 

Ajay Sahye, 42, of Ewell Road, Surbiton, 
admitted two counts of sexual assault on 
a girl aged 11 when he appeared at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on November 
25. 

The offences are believed to have taken 
place between July 1 and November 24 
this year at the Londis newsagent in Ewell 
Road. 

Sahye, who is Mauritian and had over¬ 
stayed his visa, was denied bail. He will be 
sentenced at Kingston Crown Court at a 
later date. 

Kingston Council suspended the licence 
of the newsagent, Akvinder Singh Mahal, 
for employing Sahye illegally. His licence 
has since been temporarily restored by 
Kingston Council pending a formal deci¬ 
sion later this month. 

Councillor Philip Doyle, chairman of 
the licensing committee, said: “A very se¬ 
rious crime has been committed at these 
premises and it has been perpetrated by 
someone being employed illegally. RBK 
takes its licensing responsibilities and the 
prevention of crime very seriously.”

Couple’s £1 Ok payout

Kingston Council has agreed to 
pay £10,000 compensation and 
apologise to a wife and her dis¬ 
abled husband after a series of 
failings left them without a per¬ 
sonal care allowance for two 
years. 

A local government ombudsman 
report found significant delays in 
allocating a social worker, organ¬ 
ising a personal care budget 
and failing to provide adequate 
housing advice caused “consider¬ 
able and avoidable distress and 


uncertainty” to the couple, known 
as Mr and Mrs C. 

The report, published in August, 
explained how Mr C suffers from 
multiple sclerosis, which causes 
loss of sight, mobility and short¬ 
term memory and applied for a 
personal care budget in May 2010. 

Mr and Mrs C were not allocated 
a proper budget until November 
2012. 

Ombudsman Jane Martin said: 
“It is wholly unacceptable that Mr 
and Mrs C should have had to wait 
more than two years for the per¬ 
sonal budget. The council received 
continual reminders from Mrs C 
of the couple’s wish. It failed to act 
on those and that was a fault.” 


When Mr C’s condition got con¬ 
siderably worse in March 2010 and 
he was unable to move around his 
home, the couple were forced to 
move into rented accommodation, 
the report said. 

At the residents, health and 
care services committee last 
week, councillors accepted the 
ombudsman’s findings and agreed 
to apologise to the couple and 
pay the recommended £10,000 
compensation. 

A council spokesman said: “This 
was a complex situation where 
several council services were sup¬ 
porting the couple at the same 
time in an effort to help them to 
lead a normal family life.”

Student block comes under fire 


Controversial plans to build a 
student accommodation block 
in New Malden have been 
denounced by councillors and 
residents. 

This was the second time plans 
for the 310 units of student ac¬ 
commodation at 171 to 173 
Kingston Road have come before 
the Malden and Coombe plan¬ 
ning sub-committee after the pro¬ 
ject was previously rejected for 
being too close to residents of 
Crown House. 

The new proposal sees the 
block, which will replace the 
Duke of Wellington pub, reduced 
in size and moved further back 
from other properties, but coun¬ 
cillors and residents insisted the 


changes were not enough. 

Samantha Banton, who lives in 
Crown House, said: “The bus 
routes in this area are already 
extremely congested and there 
is very little need for student 
housing. 

“With close to 6,500 people 
currently on the social housing 
waiting list in Kingston, isn’t it 
our priority to house our own 
borough residents who are 
currently living in temporary 
accommodation?” 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis also criticised 
Kingston University for not being 
more involved with the project. 

He said: “It is extremely frus¬ 
trating that the university will

TOLWORTH TOWER: CNM Estates applies for change of use 

Developer aims high 
with plan for 78 flats

Plans to create 78 flats at the 
Tolworth Tower site have been sub¬ 
mitted to Kingston Council, in the 
first bid to transform the building 
since it was bought by a property 
developer. 

CNM Estates, which bought the 
site in October, has proposed a 
change of use of 3,862sq m of office 
space over four floors inside the 
north wing, the seven-storey block 
next to the Travelodge in Ewell 
Road. 

The application outlines plans for 
48 one-bedroom flats and 30 two- 
bedroom flats, with a focus on “an 
affordable price point to assist first¬ 
time buyers”. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “Anything that con¬ 
tributes to making Tolworth more 
attractive and visited by people, it 
has got to be a good thing and will 
help regenerate the area.” 

Tolworth Tower went on the mar¬ 
ket in July, two years after a syndi¬ 
cate led by Simon Cowell’s brother 
Nicholas dropped plans to buy it. 

Estate agents Knight Frank mar¬ 
keted the building as a potential 


multi-use complex of residential, of¬ 
fice and retail space, with extra 
shops and leisure facilities along 
Tolworth Broadway. 

CNM Estates is understood to 
have put down a 10 per cent deposit 
of the £45m asking price for the 
building, but has so far remained 
tight-lipped about its long-term 
vision. 

When CNM Estates announced its 
purchase, chairman Wahid Samady 
said: “We have bought it because I 
care about Tolworth. I’m going to do 
something stunning and brilliant 
for it. We are standing tall and we 
are developing for the borough.” 

A consultation document on the 
council website says: “The overall 
aim to improve the Tolworth Tower 
site will be undertaken with contin¬ 
uing work with the council, key 
stakeholders, residents, businesses 
and councillors. 

“The completed development will 
provide an enhanced retail offer, 
high quality public realm space, out¬ 
door catering and entertainment 
and an improved access arrange¬ 
ment for the existing uses.” 

Earlier this year, a plan for 800 
homes on the opposite side of Tol¬ 
worth roundabout to make way for a 
rival 23-block tower, was unveiled by 
Tesco.

f | ^he Rose Theatre will 
I see some northern 
charm hit the stage in 
the new year. 

A touring production of 
Tim Firth’s Sign of the 
Times is coming to Kingston 
for one week in February. 

Firth has an impressive 
pedigree. He wrote the 
screenplay for Calendar Girls 
that was one of the surpris¬ 
ing film hits of recent times 
grossing almost 10 times its 
$10,000,000 budget worldwide. 

Directed by Karen Simpson 
the show is one of his lesser 
known plays but, like so 
much of his work, it is set in 
Yorkshire and based around 
the seemingly average lives 
of northern people.

The first half tells the story 
of Frank, an aging sign writ¬ 
er and wannabe writer, and 
Alan the young man on work 
experience with him.

Simpson said: “This just 
seemed perfect because the 
story is so relevant to today. 
On the one hand you have a 
man who is all about details 
and doing things the right 
way. Frank is old fashioned 
about his work and he just 
can’t understand his young 
apprentice.” 

Rehearsals for the play 
with the lead actors Thomas 
Pickles, who is playing Alan, 
and Robert Gill as Frank 
start this week. 

Simpson said: “I have never 
seen the play on stage, but 
when I was reading it I just 
thought it was the most en¬ 
gaging piece. It’s exciting to 
get started and I really think 
this is something everyone 
will enjoy.”

The Chancellor's Autumn 
Statement reform of the 300 year 
old Stamp Duty on home 
purchases has been give a mixed 
reception by local property 
experts. 

Home buyers in the sub million 
pound market - which accounts 
for "98per cent" of properties - 
were celebrating saving 
thousands on pounds on their 
transactions in the new "sliding 
scale" system. 

But many experts say wealthier 
home buyers in the south east 
have been 'penalised' by the 
chancellor's reforms, with what is 
virtually a 'mansion tax' on those 
in the market for homes over a 
million pounds. 

"The biggest losers in this 
budget are the hard working, 
aspirational property owners in 
the Home counties," said James 
Wyatt of Barton Wyatt, Virginia 
Water and chairman of National of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) in Surrey. 

"The already fragile property 
market will undoubtedly take a 
further hit." 

RICS Head of Policy Jeremy 


Blackburn welcomed the "long 
overdue" reform. 

"These changes reduce 
distortion and ensure those at the 
top end of the market contribute 
fairly while those at the bottom 
will be given a fairer chance to get 
on the ladder, cutting out dead 
zones in the market," he 
commented. 

However house builders 
Fairview, who have developments 
across Surrey, say the reform is 
welcome news for 98per cent of 
buyers and a "financial lifeline" for 
first time buyers in particular. 

"This is an added stimulus to 
the market which will benefit both 
first time buyers and purchasers 
moving up the ladder," 
commented Fairview Sales and 
Marketing director Jim Holliday. 

"Anyone purchasing a property 
priced at £300,000 would 
previously have paid £9,000 in 
Stamp Duty. This has now 
dropped to £5,000." 

Leaders Chief Operating Officer 
Claire Tobin also welcomed the 
reform of a system that was

Poor petrol deal 

Motorists are still getting a poor 
deal at petrol pumps despite a big 
dip in the price of fuel in the last 
month, says the AA. 

Forecourts have taken the blame 
for being slow to pass big falls in 
world oil prices on to motorists. 

But the AA said higher VAT, 
fluctuating exchange rates and 
increased margins over the last four 
years for retailers and suppliers and 
for refiners and market traders have 
all combined to keep pump prices 
comparatively high. 

It says the cost of petrol at the 
pumps is still a lot higher now than 
the average of 118.83p a litre in this 
week in November 2010. 

London has the most expensive 
petrol, averaging 123.2p a litre.

This third-generation Fabia is as 
good as brand-new from top to 
bottom. The exterior is all-new, 
there's a stack of Euro 6 
compliant engines to choose 
from and revised suspension 
front and rear. It's a fraction 
longer and significantly wider 
than the outgoing car but also 
lighter by an average of around 
65kg. 

On the inside the Fabia gets a 
fresh interior, with a more 
upmarket dashboard and 
improved equipment. This 
generation of Fabia also 
abandons the option of built-in 
sat-nav and goes for the modern 
alternative of smartphone 
'mirroring' to give a variety of 
facilities via apps. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Although it's 
a shade larger overall than 
before it still fits comfortably 
into the supermini category. 
Where the outgoing car could be 
described as cute and cuddly the 
new Fabia is a little more grown¬ 
up in appearance rather than 
size. It feels classy and grown-up 
for a car in this class. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 


Modern supermini buyers 
demand ever more from their 
cars so being small on the 
outside is no excuse for a lack of 
space on the inside. Up front the 
Fabia is impressively comfortable 
with plenty of head and legroom 
for driver and passenger; elbow 
room is improved too. In the rear 
it's a bit tighter but there's still 
room for adults to fit in. Boot 
space is 330 litres. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: There's a 
pleasingly-chunky steering wheel 
to grasp (leather-covered on SE 
models and above) and the 
dashboard looks and feels of a 
higher quality. The engine range 


includes four petrol and two 
diesel options, with the most 
popular expected to be the 
74bhp 1.0-litre. Even with two 
adults and luggage on board it 
proves to be a keen and relatively 
refined unit, with sufficient 
power for most situations. It's 
also capable of an impressive 
58.8mpg combined and just 
108g/km of C02. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE?: The 
Fabia is a genuine car for 
everyone, provided there's 
enough room inside for your 
needs. With the entry-level 
model starting at £10,600 it's a 
viable car for first-timers. 


The all-new crossover SUV, 
revealed at the Los Angeles Motor 
Show, is the fifth model in Mazda's 
line-up to feature SKYACTIV 
technology along with the 
company's KODO - Soul of Motion 
design. 

Set for launch in the spring, 
European models will have a 
choice of three engines - the 
petrol SKYACTIV-G 2.0-litre in two 
power versions and the new 


SKYACTIV-D 1.5-litre clean diesel. 

Six-speed SKYACTIV-Drive 
automatic and SKYACTIV-MT 
manual transmissions will be 
offered either in front-wheel 
drive format or with Mazda's 
new-generation all-wheel drive 
system.

Corinthian Casuals defender 
Dan Bedford might be ruled 
out of football for the foresee¬ 
able future, but he will make 
good use of his time, writes 
Stuart Amos.

Howard’s men are seven 
points adrift of the top five 
and have won only two of 
their past 12 league games.
